And What Have You

Supt. 
Cook has asked us to re ­ 
mind voters that the school trustee 
election will be held on the Saturday 
before Easter.

Absentee voting is now under­ 
way and will run through Tuesday 
April I. Those desiring to vote ab­ 
sentee may do so in the superin­ 
tendent’s office in the high school 
between 8 and 4 o ’clock Monday 
through Friday. Mrs. J. O. Murph- 
ree is absentee clerk. 


We understand from word out 
of Austin that Burke Musgrove of 
Breckenridge and several 
other 
Legislators are out to make some 
drastic changes in the University 
Interscholastic League. 
It seem s that they want to do a- 
way with the transfer rule as ad­ 
m inistered by the TI. I. L. and put 
the whole organization under the 
finger of the Legislature. 
While we can find many faults 
with the operation of the U. I. L. at 
times we do not bel ieve that letting 
the Legislature run it would be any 
improvement. 
In spite of its many faults the 
U. I. L. and its Director, Dr. Rhea 
Williams, 
have given Texas 
the 
finest high school athletic program 
in the nation and we would not like 
to see this changed. 
Every school d istrict 
in 
tile 
state has a voice in the U. I. L. and 
though it may be cumbersome at 
times it does try to keep the interest 
of the youth upperm ost in mind and 
we are not so sure about any control 
the Legislature might come up with. 
We understand that Musgrove 
became upset because a youth from 
Abilene, 
whose 
folks moved to 
Breckenridge, stayed in Abilene to 
play for Abilene High rather than 
move to Breckenridge and lose a 
year of eligibility. 
We agree that the transfer rule 
should be changed but lets doit with­ 
in the organization that has done 
such a good job for Texas athletics 
all these years, in the first place 
we can not go along with the idea of 
just doing away with the transfer 
rule as proposed by MB 737 by Bill 
Swenson of Houston. 
'I bis would only take us back to 
the dark ages of recruiting high 
school players through the employ­ 
ment of their families. It seem s to 
us that the U. I. L. could come up 
with a rule that would perm it the 
transfer of a student without the re ­ 
sultant loss of eligibility as long as 
the district he is transferring from 
does not object. 
This should take care of the vast 
majority of cases where a family is 
forced to move because of job op­ 
portunities. In most cases it is like­ 
ly that the local district would know 
whether the student is being recru it­ 
ed or not. 
Because of the mobil world we 
are living in now it seems obvious 
that some change needs to be made 
in this rule, but let us not cut off 
our nose to spite our face. 


The School Reorganization Bill 
(HB 300) by Hale, is scheduled for 
a public hearing before the House 
Education Committee on Tuesday, 
Mar. 25. The bill now incorporates 
the recommendations of Governor 
Connally’s 
Committee on Public 
Schools. 
Strong opposition has developed 
to the mandatory 
reorganization 
plan. 
Because of the opposition to 
the reorganization part, it is likely 
that sponsors of the bill will try to 
amend the bill in this regard, but 
still press for tax equalization. Op­ 
position has developed on tax equal­ 
ization, too. 
One thing is certain. The h ear­ 
ing will be well attended. It will be 
held at 1:30 p. rn. at the P ress Table 
in the House of Representatives.

Dr. Perrin Talks to P-TA On 
'Concerns About Sex Education’ 


Dr. E. D. Perrin, speaking 
to the Thursday night meeting 
of th< 
Parent-Teachers As­ 
sociate n on “Concerns About 
Sex Education,” said 
“Sex 
Education 
has been rather 
frightening to many people, in­ 
cluding physicians, because of 
the old idea, the stereotyped 
Idea, that believes it is edu­ 
cation about the sex act." 
“Education for sexuality has 
a much broader meaning,” he 
continued. “ It means edu­ 
cation for the 
total person, 
the whole person, as a man or 
as a woman.” 
He introduced his presen­ 
tation using verses six and 
eight from the seventh chap­ 
ter ot the Song of Solomon, 
adding, “The body is good, and 
physical sensations are good. 
Man was not created to be 
ashamed of either. Any shame 
that man has 
in regard to 
either is his doing, not God’s.” 
Dr. Perrin quoted a British 
minister, the Rev. Kenneth 
Greet, who said, “Sex is not 
something we do, it is some­ 
thing that we are.” 
“A recent survey indicates 
that by the fall of 1969 almost 
three out of four schools in the 
United States will have intro­ 
duced 
Comprehensive 
Sex 
Education Programs in their 
curriculum. There are many 
who expect a rapid decline in 
illegitimacy, venereal disease, 
and various forms of juvenile 
delinquency,” but he warned, 
‘These hoped for changes will 
not necessarily take place.” 
“There are those who blame 
the sexual revolution on an 
affluent economy which has 
given our youth the greatest 
freedom it has ever known,” 
Others point out that Ameri­ 
can parents are too permissive, 
still others feel that the moral 
revolt is a part of a larger 
intellectual and emotional re­ 
bellion or change. Whatever 
the cause,” he concluded “de­ 
mands are tieing made upon 
us to furnish our young people 
with understanding as well as 
information.” 


Despite the indications to 
the contrary through the idea 
of “new morality,” Dr Perrin 
said, "It has been established 
in all the major studies 
of 
marital adjustments that girts 
and boys who have been vir­ 
gins before marriage make 
better adjustments in m arri­ 
age 
and arc less likely to 
divorce than those who have 
had pre-maritial sex relat'um . 
This is a consistent finding, 
virgins are a better marriage 
material. The answer appears 
to be simply that these indivi­ 
duals don’t indulge in pre­ 
marital sex relations because 


they are 
people 
with ego 
strength and with conventional 
morals and attitudes. 
They 
an? 
the ones who do well in 
marriage.** 
“The parent has the first 
responsibility of transmitting 
to his children a sense of res­ 
ponsibility and a set of values.” 
“But, he added, many parents 
have abdicated this responsi­ 
bility, and for this reason the 
pressure is now upon the pub­ 
lic schools to do a more ade­ 
quate job in the area of se* 
education.”

AUSTIN — Texas lawm ak­ 
ers are nearing the halfway 
mark of the 61st legislative 
session and the pace Is be­ 
ginning to quicken visibly. 
More than 1.200 House bills 
and some 700 Senate bills (plus 
nearly IOO proposed constitut­ 
ional amendments) were filed 
by Friday, the deadline for 
free-int reduction of bills. 
A 
four-fifths 
majority 
now 
is 
required. 
Although floor sessions are 
brief, a lot of legislation 
is 
getting passed — 63 bills a- 
V n>\ including -annie of the 
s. -ton’s major business. 
And the lights bum bright 
at the state capitol after mid­ 
night 
for 
some 
com m ittees 
which schedule hearings on as 
many as a dozen bills at a 
time. Other com m ittee m eet­ 
ings begin as early as 9 a rn. 
and last until 
floor action 
starts in the 
House and Sen­ 
ate. 
So far, the Senate has re­ 
versed its usual form. It is 
cranking 
out general bills 
far faster 
than the House, 
where the representatives are 
pursuing a 
m o re -m e t hod ic a1, 
look-’em-over-carcfuliy 
pro­ 
cedure. 
Last week for example, the 
Senate 
banged 
through 
34 
bills on its regular calendars, 
some so fast 
there was no 
time allowed for explanation, 
let along debate.

are 
you going 
to fix that 
loose board in the back steps?” 
and so when I stumbled on a 
newspaper 
it was 
actually 
welcome. Since most problems 
can't be solved anyway, 
a 
smart man will worry about 
those furtherest away from 
home. 
According to an article in 
this paper, the latest thing in 
space work is a camera that 
takes four pictures 
3t the 
same time from a satellite 
circling the earth, 
and it’s 
so accurate it can actually 
detect the condition of crops, 
can tell what 
insects are
